find the mail distributed elsewhere. 


These neighbors also circulated a re- 


nort that art undertaker was not called 
soon enough nmt oosscqncntly the body 
was in a terrible condition. The father 
says this is entirely untrue: that, an 
umlcj'takei' was summoned al once up- 
on the death of the child, but that he 
failed to appear until a.r. hour beforo 
the appointed time for the fiiucral.

Letter Read by Congressman Sulzer 


Concerning Perry Heath. 


IMPASSIONED SPEECH BY 


NEW YORK REPRESENTATIVE 


Contented to Have Letter Expunged Jfow 


That He Has Retaliated For Attack 


on Him Regarding Misuse 


of Boer I'mitls. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—The chap- 


lain of the house, in his invocation today 
referred to the fact that this was the 
anniversary of the birthday of Lincoln, 
the emancipator, and prayed that his 
life might be an example and inspira- 
tion to those now living. As soon as 
the journal was lead and approved, tha 
struggle over the question of expunging 
from the Record the anonymous letter 
reflecting 
upon 
Air. Terry S. Heath, 


which was read at the instigation of Mr. 
iSulzer of N'ew York, during the excit- 
ing session of yesterday, was resumed. 


The letter appeared in the Record this 


morning. Mr. Knox of Massachusetts, 
railed np the alleged infringement of the 
privileges 
of the house. lie 
claimed 


that the matter was before the house 
in two ways: 


First, that as unfinished business; sec- 


ond, as a matter appearing in the Record 
over which the house had control. Mr. 
Knox said-he admitted that a member 
might, upon his 
own responsibility, 


cnargo any sort of offense against a man 
not a, member of the house and not be 
liable to be called to account, yet he con- 
tended that when a member introduced 
a paper, the house obtained jurisdiction. 
He asked the house to adopte a resolu- 
tion which* he sent to the clerk's desk. 
The resolution recited the occurrence of 
yesterday and directed that the docu- 
ment be stricken from the Record. 


Mr- Bailey of Texas, asked Mr. Knox 


to withdraw the preamble of the. reso- 
lution. 
"I. myself," said he, 
"intend 


to vote to strike this anonymous com- 
munication from the Record. 
(Republi- 


can applause.) 


Mr. Knox consented to .strike out the 


preamble and was about to demand the 
previous question, but at the request of 
3lr. SiiI/fT yielded five minutes to the 
New York member. Mr. Snlxor said he 
WHS at a loss to understand the anxiety 
o protect the character of Perry S. 
Heath, who was not a member of the 
liouse. while his party associates were 
exulting delightedly in the attack upon 
his personal character nnd reputation.

a gentleman, a former member of this 
house, said to me: 
'The man who wrote 


that letter knew Heath like a book; 
every word of it is true.' I have no ob- 
jection to striking the letter from the 
Record. 


'•But 1 serve notice that T am going 


to say everything in that letter, and I 
want Perry S. Heath to answer. 
If bo 


does, he will be fit. for the penitentiary. 
I want him to understand, that I am re- 
sponsible in damages for what I sav. 
The house has no compunctions of con- 
science when lie attacks me, but when I 
attack him .he squeals like a pig under 
a gnto.

the appointed time for the funeral.

COL. ALBERT D. SHAW DEAD 


Former Commandep-in-Chief of G. 


A. R. Expires in Washington 


Sunday Morning. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 
11.—Congress- 


man Albert; D. Shaw former commander 
n chief of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, author, soldier and statesman, •was 
found dead, lying face downward, in his 
room at the Riggs House 
yesterday 


morning. 


Ho met deatli alone, and the end must 


have been peaceful. Physicians attrib- 
ute ifc to apoplexy and estimate that he 
must have died at about 2 o'clock in 
the morning. The body will 
probaibly 


be scut to his home in Watertowni N. Y., 
for burial. 


Colonel Shaw had returned about 1:30 


o'clock from a banquet at the Ebbitt 
House in honor of his successor, General 
Leo Riissieui'j and before he left 
the 


banquet hall had responded eloquently 
to a toast and appeared in 
excellent 


health and spirits. After his return to 
the hotel Colonel Shaw asked for hot 
\vater, complaining of indigestion. The 
water was .brought to him, and that was 
the. last seen of him alive. 


• Colonel Shaw was 59 years of age and 
a veteran of the civil war. He was a 
widower, his wife dying just one year 
ago yesterday. He was the picture of 
health, oE commanding statue, strongly 
built, with square shoulders and erect 
figure, which, with white hair and mus- 
tache, made him a conspicuous figure in 
the house. An active worker during his 
incumbency of the commandcr-in-chief's 
office, he frequently came to Washington 
and took a hand in urging legislation for 
the old soldiers before the committees 
of congress. 


His oft'er to President McKinley early 


in the American-Spanish war of 10,000 
veterans for such duty as they were able 
to perform, while not accepted, brought 
great credit to the Grand Army. It did 
much to silence the pension scoffers and 
soldier haters throughout the country. 


FUXERAL AHRANGEMENTS. 


The remains of Representative Shaw, 


former commandor-in-chicf of the Grand 
Army, who died suddenly in his apart- 
ments here yesterday morning, will be 
interred at Watertown, N. Y. The fu-

CONVENTION REFORM. 


Outside comments are coming in on 


the Stevens primary and convention re- 
form bill which will come undo discus- 
sion this week before the legislature- 
It seems Minnesota has a law now in 
force somewhat similar to the proposed 
one in this stole, and as with ours in 
need of some amendments in order that 
a perfect law be secured. 


The Chicago News editorially says of 


our proposed law: 


''A doxcn or more states are now en- 


gaged 
in perfecting primary 
election 


bills and a number of them already have 
good statutes upon the subject—Minne- 
sota, in particular, whose law, amended 
in one or two 
important 
particulars, 


would admirably serve as a model. That 
of Illinois, as The Daily News has here- 
tofore pointed out, while a great ad- 
vance 
upon the 
old system 
of party 


bossea and primnries, is badly in need 
of amending to make it still more ef- 
fective ns an instrument whereby to 
register the popular will. 


"Perhaps the most elaborate bill upon 


this subject is that now before the Wis- 
consin legislature. The Stevens bill, ns 
it is called, embodies the views of Gov, 
La Follctte, who has advocated them 
upon the stump for some years. The 
Republican 
party in that state 
also 


stands committed to the ''direct vote' 
on primaries and as there are only twen- 
ty-one Democrats in both branches of 
the legislature the adoption of a pri- 
mary election law in that sCate seems 
certain. The Stevens bill strikes direct- 
ly at the evils of the caucus and politi- 
cal convention as they have been lemon-' 
strata! iu American politics. In gen oral 
the bill is on much the snme lines as 
that of the Minnesota enactment and, 
like the latter, is in need of amendment 
in certain particulars, especially as to 
the provision for two separate ballots to 
be given to the voter. As in Minneso- 
ta, the Wisconsin measure proposes that 
all parties vote nt the same place and 
at the same time, each having its own 
separate: ballot. The printing of both 
ballots on a single sheet ns in the Aus- 
tralian ballot system would be a vast 
improvement upon both the Minnesota 
law and the Wisconsin proposed meas- 
ure. In this way only can independent 
action assert itself and while under u 
direct vote of the people for nomina- 
tions most of the evils which have led 
independents to scratch ballots and at 
times even to put up separate tickets 
will bo abolished, still it 4 is desirable 
that .there should be a means provided 
for every class of voters to register their 
preferences. In 
its present state 
the 


measure, however, is a vast; 
improve- 


ment upon the old plan of party caucus- 
es and conventions.

Eventual- 
ly men with large common purposes will 
group together, and it. may be religious 
enthusiasts or political ciuhusiasf s, for 
all the enthusiasts will be going for 
each other and the devil take the oth- 
ers, and the strongest numbers will win 
out, and it may through a land drench- 
ed wii h blood,

sue a different course. Laws should not 
bo corn-led that public sentiment cannot 
enforce, and people with ideas and con- 
victions should understand their plans 
Must only be carried out by moral sua- 
sion, for after rill, this is the only t r u e 
path to honest reform.

with 


rights that had been 
granted. 
There 


does not seem to exist any reason why 
franchises should not be amended since 
in the first place the operation is prettv 
much one sided, and as the people are 
the source of power and franchises could 
not exist without them, it can not be 
deemed improper that tlie people should 
have the privilege of changing. 


There seems to be a good deal of sa- 


c-redness hedged in about these corpora- 
tions and while of course their vested 
rights and the rights of operating secur- 
ed, are tho only visible 
evidences • to 


stockholders and bondholders, it would 
be manifest injustice to deprive of what 
has been originally granted for a defined 
term of years. But at the same time 
there are other chances that people in 
ordinary business have to take that cor- 
porations should also take without mur- 
mur. People ordinarily invest in 
ma- 


chinery, tools, buildings and necessaries, 
and they have to take the chances of 
remuneration., but some way corpora- 
tions appear to have the idea, they don't 
have to take the same chaaces on part 
idle or wholly idle on part of their out- 
fit as do others not enjoying special priv- 
ileges. 


THE DKUT LIMIT. 


The legislature has before it one meas- 


ure that may all'ect the welfare oi more 
than one city in the state. This meas- 
ure is that which permits cities to en- 
Jargo the constitutional debt limit to 
10 per cent, for the purpose of buying 
public utility plants. One of tho cities 
that might take advantage of such law 
is our own. though a,s most people now 


•\ iew such for one purpose, thai, of buy- 
ing the water works plant. Hut there 
ure other works of public utility besides 
water works, that municipalities might 
conduct io a good purpose. If a muni- 
cipality can operate water works it cer-

plants, gas. and electric, and also .street 
car lines. Perhaps (lie legislature might 
jimend this proposed law by permitting 
cities io increase their bonded indebted- 
ness to the precise value of such work-- 
uf public utility as they select by a vote 
of their citizens to operate. In this way 
while the debt would be increased, yel 
fviuit won!:! be oiiset by the intrinsic 
value of the plant purc-hased which in 
every case, of course, should not inchiil:' 
the frnur-hise vnlne which was in the 
lir.-l ease cdveii for ab~i'dutely nothing 
and therefore should not be raid for. 


It might, be well in f u t u r e franchises 


for cities regardless of what or what no! 
the legi.-.hiture may do a-1. its session in 
this matter, of inserting u. provision for 
tiie purchase of such work of public 
u t i l i t y 
Ji-:ul expressly barring out 
all 


franchise, value, which being understood 
at, the time, would save contention later 
on. At. any rate for what nothing was 
j>iiid in tlie fir.-t place, nothing should be 
paid in the last place. 


Let the legislature pass this proposed 


measure, with 
proper 
safeguards 
of 


course, requiring in every ease a, vole1 of 
of the. citi/.ens upon every contemplated 
purchase of such works of public, utility.

Grant. On Sunday next the birthday of 
tho great Lincoln, the. central figure of 
the war of the rebellion, will be com- 
memorated 'very generally 
throughout 


the Union. Men will gather in various 
places and fittingly celebrate the birth- 
day anniversary of Lincoln, who won all 
hearts by his matchless purity of pur- 
pose, his invincible, .strength of will, and 
a mind that comprehending, well knew 
how to act for the highest interests of 
his country.

>o it will be seen thnt the new major 
irenernls very naturally come from those 
who entered the regular service from 
the school of war in 1800. 'lucre was 
certainly no discrimination ngain>t West 
Pniutcrs in the appointment*." 


There was perhaps no discrimination, 


nut in the honors the graduates of the 
West Point wed all tho fortitude they 
gained during the hazing process.

A 
measure is in 
prepnraf ion. dame 


rumor suys, that i- to be oiVered in the 
legislature giving the people the initia- 
tive and referendum upon all political 
propositions. A Madison dispatch to a 
Chicago pnpcr says stu-h a measure will 
be supported by some, prominent men, 
the idea being to submit to the people 
propositions of a political nature to be 
voted on at general elections upon pe- 
titions having a certain percrntiige of 
voters of the state. "The secretary of 
state will be required to print a ballot 
containing the proposition when he re- 
ceives a petition as provided for by the 
bill. This ballot shall V separate from 
the regular election ballot and shall 
contain a statement of flic proposition, 
with ;\ phu-e for the voter to vote yes 
or no. The returns nre to be mnrle in 
the same manner as for {lie regular elec- 
tion returns. The bill will also provide 
that the. people of any city, upon peti- 
tion of a certain number, shall vote on 
anv municipahqueslion. jind that the ac- 
tion of the voters on the question shall 
be binding on the common council and 
city administration and have the force 
of law. In ibis way the people of a city 
can legislate and can prescribe rules for 
the action of the, city council in granting 
franchises, city contracts, and the like." 


If the, proposed measure 
is 
drawn 


riuht and the people are to endorse or 
not endorse through their voro=i certain 
matters of slate, it may lie decidedly a 
good thing. 1mt. why not upon ;i measure 
political or not that is of state interest. 


Tho real friends of the primary and 


reform measure nre not averse to crit- 
icism. That the measure he ns perfect 
as possible any defects should be point- 
ed nut-now while debate is in order. 
There art- places where amendments are 
in 
order and where alterations and 


changes will need to be made. 


The Milwaukee Sentinel points out one 


place where a change is desirable. 
It 


says of this particular provision. "Sec- 
tion ;5 provides thai the naruo of nc. can- 
didate shall be printed upon any official 
ballot, at any primary election 'unless at 
least ten days prior thereto there has 
been tiled in his behalf a nomination pa- 
per stating his name, residence, with the 
street, and number, if arty, the office for 
which he is a candidate, the party he 
proposes to represent and no other.' In 
tlift rase of city elections, this last re- 
quireivtent should be omitted. A mere, 
acceptance of the nomination ought to 
bo sufficient, without any requirement 
as to party- A mayor of a city, for in- 
stance, might, have proved so acceptable 
a public officer th«t nil parties might 
wish to unite in his support." 


Let us get at the. others nnd have a 


reform that will stand the test. 


SCHOOL BOARD APPOINTMENTS. 
A movement is on foot in Chicago to 


elect members to the school board by 
the people instead of their being ap- 
pointed. The truth is, was there any 
real reason why school boards should be 
chosen by councils and mayors even in 
small cities, for, as the Times-Herald 
says: 


"The appointive principle works satis- 


factorily in smaller cities where public 
sentiment compels mayors to absolute- 
ly disregard.political-considerations and 
to appoint citizens who are qualified by 
education or business training to admin- 
ister school affairs. But 
even 
under 


these conditions-the taxpayers and par- 
ents should decide who shall be intrust- 
ed with the management of the schools 
and with the disbursement 
of school 


funds. 


"Under the appointive system, no mat- 


ter how excellent may be the appoint- 
ments made, it is not possible for the 
members to disregard their obligations 
cics. The obligation results in the es- 
to the appointing power in all emergen- 
tablishmcnt of relations 
between 
thn 


board and the city hall that are favor- 
able to 'political pull' and other deleteri- 
ous influences in school management. 
Under such a system the people have 
little opportunity to be heard, and the 
electorate lias no recourse to direct rem- 
edies for evils and abuses/3 


AMEXAT1OX TO THE PUBLIC USE. 


When legislative action -and action of 


owners of real estate, formally set apart 
certain grounds for specified purposes, 
by what right in years later, docs legis- 
latures or city councils proceed to nulli- 
fy ihe action of former years and upon 
the faith of which people have relied 
upon and invested their good money. 


Tho Chicago lake front was in just 


such a condition and but for a few de- 
termined men long ago it would have 
been seized and converted 
to 
private 


uses. But of late a more determined ef- 
fort than ever is being made, this time 
going so far as to. invade the hike itself 
and create an artificial island a short 
distance from the shore whereupon to 
build

who

poses and no others. 


A fool legislator in Xew York has in- 


troduced a bill in dead earnest that pre- 
scribes the size of type newspapers shall 
use. The legislator in question is .said 
to have made quite a record hitherto by 
keeping still, and suddenly broke the 
prolonged silence by offering 
a 
bill 


which, for stark staring drivel and in- 
anity, is hardly to be 
parulelled 
by 


freak legislators. The following is tha 
bill in question: "Books, newspapers, 
or serial literature shall not be publish- 
ed in type, smaller than eight-point, oi 
which the lower-ease alphabet measures 
less than fourteen cms. The lines of 
type shall he separated by at least two- 
point leads. Any person violating the: 
provisions shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, punishable Ly a fine of not less 
than $30 nor more than $100."

way one wants them.that if the law can 
regulate this particular thing, it certain- 
ly can of course regulate everything else.

It will never do in the 
world. If the legislature passes such a 
bill it will be the political death of every 
member who votes for it.

Lately out of three hundred 
letters taken by thieves in a suburban 
postoflice :v dozen contained lottery tick- 
ets, and it is hinted, perhaps tlie time of 
mouth should be considered in this con- 
nection.

Tho result is, 
tho press desiring to do the right thing, 
arts simply imposed upon, that is all.

Illinois fish commissioners state a mil- 


lion dollars per year of coarse fish are 
taken from out the rivers of their state 
and shipped east to the detriment of 
the preservation of game fish. At this 
rate, say the commissioners, it cannot 
be but a short time before the streams 
will be entirely depicted of their fish 
population and they want an effective 
fish preservation law passed. In the Il- 
linois river carloads 
of fish are being 


seined out by the fishing firms and sent 
east and this seems to be the condition 
in other portions of the state. 


If it is going to bo the fashion 
to 


smash the property of those who differ 
with us, and of those whom one suspects 
of violating city and state ordinances, 
there will most likely be a distinct dis- 
appointment on the part of some well 
meaning but mistaken people. 
Smash- 


ing property will certainly not be all 
one sided and when the mob spirit seizes 
the people the investigators of the new 
morality process will be'exceedingly sor- 
ry it was started.

Pennsylvania have at last succeeded in 
carrying their oil pipe line over

mountain and valley, a distance of about 
380 miles to the sea coast, the port of 
Marcus Hook where large refineries will 
be promptly erected. This means com- 
petition with the Standard Oil company 
for the European trade, since it is im- 
possible to compete with the Standard 
for the home trade, owing to ouv freight 
systems.

This morning Sands M. Hart received 


a telegram from Los Angeles, California, 
announcing that his father, John S. 
Hart, had died at that place last night, 
of kidney trouble. 


Mr. Hart had been living in California 


for 
a year or more past and it was 


known that he was not well, but his 
death was entirely unexpected and a 
shock to his relatives and friends. 


John S. Hart was born at New Hamp- 


ton, New Hampshire, on a farm, March 
13, 1823, and grew to manhood thsre, 
and after receiving his primary educa- 
tion at the New Hampton academy, he 
left the farm the day after he was 21 
years old and went to Boston, Massa- 
chusetts. 


In this city he, learned the trade of 


brick mason and builder and became a 
contractor.

Hampshire, to Miss Susan P. Hawkins, 
and they immediately came west and 
located at J5:traboo, Wis. 


They resided there until 1853, when 


they came to .Racine and here Mr. Hart 
followed the business of builder and 
contractor and erected many of the largo 
and substantial structures that stand 
to day. Among them is the McClurg 
building, corner 
of Main 
and 
Third 


streets, now owned by M. M. Seeor. no 
doubt tlie very best lire proof building 
ever built here and which lias stood 
through a number of hot fires. 
It- was 


while constructing this building I hat he 
nearly lost his life, falling from the 
roof to the basement and sustaining ier- 
rible injuries from which he never f u l - 
ly recovered. He also built (he chapel 
at Racine college and some of the other 
buildings:

Main street and the Racine Woolen Mill.1 


In ISI',.3, when the Radue Woolen Mill 


company was organized, he was oiif of 
the principal owners and up to the time-, 
of his death was interested and fir.-,t di- 
rector. Prior 1o IS05 he was tho niau- 
nger for fifteen years and through his 
careful management it became the lead- 
ing concern of tho kind iu tho. rovth- 
w«t. He was flic last surviving mem- 
ber of the original company. Mr. Elliott. 
Mr. Tillapangh and L. S. Blake having 
passed away. 


Mr. Hart was also one of HIP owners 


of one of the first Hour mills established 
in the city. 


The handsome Young Men's Christian 


Association building on Sixth slrcei. was 
built through the strenuous rfi'orls of 
Mr. Hart and he donated $15.000 for 
that purpose and clovoted constant time 
and attention to the welfare of the as- 
sociation and his yearly contributions 
to its support, were, larsre and very lib- 
eral. V.'hon the. association was organ- 
ized in 1875. he was elected its treasurer 
%ad afterward became the president and 
never neglected to look after its inter- 
ests up to the time he died. 


Mr. Hart also donated much money 


to other Christian and educational in- 
stitutions, having given $15.000 to the 
Hillsdr-ic. Mieiiigan. college. 


To the support of half a doy.cn other 


Racine, charitable and worthy 
associa- 


tions he gave all tho way from $100 to 
8500 and where he believed that a move 
was honest he never refused. 


Of late years Mr. Hart became inter- 


ested in California enterprises, owning 
a.7! orartgrt farm of 40 acres at Los An- 
gelos; also had stoek in the Pacific Clay 
and Tile Co., at Los Angelos and a num- 
ber of others. About one year ago he, 
went to California to lire, and look after 
these intwests, but alv/ays willed Ra- 
cine MH home and often said that at 
some future time he would come back 
here to live.

His sterling worth and Chris- 
tian diameter won him the confidence 
and respect of those with whom ha came 
in contact.

PETITION FOR ESTABLISHING 


BANK IN CITY OF RACINE 


Brawn ITp Ijy Marshal HI. Strong Back in 


1888—Out of the One Hundred ami 


l-'ifty Signed Mr. Stephen Sage is 


the Only One Living, 


Hanging on the walls in the offices of 


Knight & Peck can be seen a relic of 
early aays that is \vorth money. No 
pioneer or other resident of the Belle 
City has anything to compare with it 
and efforts have been made to secure it 
for 
the state historical 
collection 
at 


Madison. The relic belongs to Mr. John 
W. Knight and was found by him in a 
collection of old papers left by his fath- 
er, the late A. G. Knight, who came to 
Racine as early as 1835 or 1830", when 
Piaeine was a wilderness. 


The relic is a petition signed by owr 


one hundred and fifty citizens. .It was 
drawn up by Marshal M. Strong, a pio- 
neer lawyer, and is dated Racine, Wis., 
April 22, 1838, when Wisconsin was a 
territory. 


It is addressed to the honorable mem- 


bers of the senate and of the house of 
representatives of the United States in 
congress assembled, and asks 
that 
a 


bank be established in the county of Ea- 
cinc, in the Territory of Wisconsin, It 
represents that a bank, to be located in 
the city of Racine, was chartered • by 
the territorial legislature at their last 
session: the fact is further set forth 
that, there was no place of deposit or 
exchange, loan or discount in 'the 'terri- 
tory, 150 miles of Racine and none any- 
where nearer t h a n tlie bank of'Chicago, 
05 miles distant, insufficient' to supply 
tne wants of its community, consequent- 
ly mercantile interests were much cin- 
bnrassed and exchange anrf remittances 
were made with great difficulty n::d loss. 


Previous to this petition 1 aving been 


signed and sent to the legislature iln.re 
appears to have been a number of ''wild 
cat'' banks doing business in the coun- 
try, without sufficient capital to run a 
grocery store properly. 
The petitioners 


called attention to the methods of these 
institutions and assured the legislators 
that if their petition was granted the 
bank would be conducted on substantial 
business lines and with ample capital 
arid later on the petition appears io have 
been acted upon favorably and a banking 
house was opened. 


As stated above, tlie petition was sign- 


ed by one hundred and fifty good and 
loyal citizens. 


Among the signers were Tves & Strong, 


David A. Jones, Alon/.o Jones, L. S. 
Blake, Tom O'Sprig, a very comical Irish 
lawyer, Sam Pnisey, Elias Smith, Willium 
Luce, Dan Ilork, Norman Clark. W. H. 
Waterman, Eldad Smith, B. B. Carey, 
the first postmaster Racine ever had, IL. 
F. Cox, David Wells. S. G. Knight, Al- 
fral Carey. Knapp &• IIea_th, W. H. Giliis- 
pic, Enoch Thompson, Eli A. Bond and 
Stephen H. Sage. 


It was found after carefully looking 


over the list that only one of the entire 
number of pioneers who signed that doc- 
umcn, is living in Racine, and that is 
MY. Stephen H. Satre, in fact it i-; be- 
lieved that he is tlie only survivor of 
that long list and that all of the rest 
have passed to the unknown- 


Mr. Sngo is living at his home on the 


west side of the river and in fairly good 
health and is able to bo out in pleasant 
weather and attend to his business. He 
ss one of the very oldest surviving pio- 
neers. He was born in Massachusetts 
in August, 1S18, and came to Racine in 
February, 18;W, joining his father, Joel 
Sage, who came a year previous. UP lias 
lived here an honored citizen and busi- 
ness man since.

Mr. Harvey, an Armenian, and one of 


the best known young Christian men, 
has received a letter from his uncle, now 
in Turkey, which tells of the sufferings 
of his people. It is partly as follows: 


llarpoot, in Turkey, Asia, 


December 23, 1000. 


Dear Nephew, John Harvey: 


Dear John: We are hoping that your 


health is good. I am sorry to say that 
the Turkish tax collector wanted to sell 
your property, but I did not Jet them 
sell it. I ani sending you a draft for 
$29 which I had to pay for your taxes, 
the tax collector demanding and collect- 
ing over again for 18 years' taxes. They 
were terrible in treatment. People were 
hung up by their feet, head down, for 
.half an hour at a time and 'were half 
dead. Then they were taken down and 
water poured on them and hiuig up 
again until thcy agreed to sell •their 
shoes and everything to get money for 
payment of taxes. This is our burden 
that we arc now .suffering. I will dose 
with the hope that the Almighty giver 
of life and health will watch over and 
preserve you from evil. Such is ever 
the earnest prayer of

written, became a citixcn of the United 
..tates in 1894 and states that the suf- 
ferings of his people in Turkey at pres- 
ent is ten times worse than in 1S7/5, 
when the Bulgarians were slain by the 
thousands. From LS95 up to this year 
Mr. Harvey estimates that 532,000 Ar- 
menians have been massacred.

Bryan says in part: 


''The bill has a double purpose-, First, 


to convert standard silver dollars into 
subsidiary coin and, second, to make sil- 
ver dollar-; redeemable in gold o; de- 
mand. In discussing the subject, how- 
ever. it will be more logical to consider 
the latter proposition first, ns redemp- 
tion is only a step toward retirement. 


"There is no necessity for redemption. 


The legal tender law will maintain the 
parity between gold coin and silver dol- 
lars so long as both can be used to an 
unlimited extent in the payment of pub- 
lic revenues and private debts. I should 
perhaps say that the parity will be sui> 
stantinlly maintained, for local and tem- 
porary conditions may under any law 
put a small premium upon any kind of 
money." 


Mr. Bryan cites the premium on sil- 


ver in 1893, caused by the local demand 
for small change. Ho also cites Senator 
•Sherman in support of his statement, 
Proceeding, Mr. Bryan says: 


"As soon as the silver dollar is made 


redeemable 
in gold, 
another 
endless 


chain will be cicated and the arguments 
used against the greenbacks and treas- 
ury notes will then bo turned against 
silver. Before the attempt to burden 
tho gold reserve with this now obliea- 
tioii is consummated, it r.iay he worth 
while to consider the .Spinion expressed 
by .Secretary Carlisle in 189.5.'-' 


After quoting Mr. Carlisle-'* testimony 


before a house committee concerning re- 
demption, Mr. Bryan continues: 


"3-Ir. Carlisle thought it a. mistake to 


commence in paying in gold but regard- 
ed it dangerous to interfere wiili" the 
custom after it was once established. 
By the same logis, it c-au bo argued that 
we should not establish the custom of 
redeeming tho srilver dollars in gold/' 


-Mr. Bryan concludes as follows: 
"Tho measure recommended by tho 


committee gives to the financiers abso- 
lute control over tho national 
debt. 


They can increase it at any time by pre- 
senting sih-f-r dollars for redemption 
and compelling an issue of bonds to re- 
plenish the gold, reserve. They can in 
the same way contract, the volume, of 
money in circulation, since money drau n 
into the treasury by an issue of bonds 
cannot go out again unless it is used 
to mopt current expenses (and thai is 
only possible whon the- expenditures ev- 
e-fed the receipts) or loaned out to fa- 
vorite banks.

No intimations were given as to the ob- 
ject of the meeting beyond an examina- 
tion of the bill in order that each mem- 
ber may understand what is proposed to 
be done, and it is presumed that what- 
ever objections may bt> found to the 
measure will be communicated by indi- 
iyi4ua' members to the senators and as- 
semblymen from their respective dis- 
.Kiel's,"'Nothing v/a*'4one at the rneet- 
~mg except reading" the bill and coasider- 
;iiij» its provisions. 
; j (Another meeting will be held in a few 
jcjfiys further to consider the measure, as 
biuM of:.the'members-.today saw all its 
jfnqvision.s for the first time. 
'?The meeting was private and lasted 
about two hours. The general expres- 
sion was that the .Republican party in 
the state is pledged to reforms along the 
line of primary elections, and it was 
hoped that a measure may be adopted 
which will be eP/ectivej and at the same 
time simple and as inexpensive as pos- 
sible.

SOME OBJECTIONS RAISED. 


The principal objections raised were in 


respect to the system" provided for nom- 
inations of state officers, the making of 
platforms by candidates after they are 
nominated 
and requiring members of 


the proposed state central committee, 
representing each countj', to visit MadV 
son for the purpose of canvassing the 
election returns. 


In regard to the effect of the proposed 


)aw upon elections in congressional dis- 
tricts, the point was raised that suffi- 
cient freedom is not given to the selec- 
tion of congressional-campaign commit- 
tees. After the meeting, in expressing 
his general objections to-the bill, Repre- 
sentative Jenkins said: 


"The party in the state is committed' 


to some form of primary elections, but 
it .-seems from first examination of the 
1511 that in some instances at least, not- 
ably the provisions relating to selection 
of 'candidates for state offices, the re- 
quirements are too stringent and exact- 
ing in regard to primary nominations. 
This would be effective 
1, in the hands of 


wealthy and widely known man and as 
a .general proposition the effect of the 
proposed law would be'to favor persons 
iu office rather than those who are can- 
didates for the first time/' 


Although there were no specific ex- 


pressions as to the probable, effect of 
the law, the impression prevails that a 
majority of the delegation have doubts 
as to the wisdom of some provisions, and 
also as to the question of increased ex- 
pense, 


MR. COOPER'S OPINION", 


Representative Cooper believes that

author of the original law in Wisconsin 
giving the- Australian ballot; system to 
tho state, 'and he'made the point today 
that objections similar to "those now 
raised against the primary election law 
were offered at that, time against the 
adoption of the secret election ballot 
system.

THE MAN WITH THE STT.ANGE EYKS.

Vv'e lived between Slough and Wind- 


sor, a bit back from the road that 
branches ofi to Daicliett. Here father 
had brought my Mother Shortly after 
their marriage, :)'.•! there I was born, 
There I lived ih;;\::g the whole of ruy 
young life, aud i; v/as there rny father 
spent the few woks he could 'spare 
I'rom the pea. I have but slight recol- 
lection of hiui at that time, for on the 
occasion of his last visit to us I was 
billy 8 years old. I know he brought 
number some laces and silks and me 
pome queer eastern toys—dolls from 
Japan, idols and the like from Bunua 
and Siarn nod a wonderful kite 'from 
L'hiaa which was the encvy and admi- 
ration of every boy in the neighbor- 
hood.

under the farsighted policy of General 
El.-oy Alfaro, the present chief execu- 
tive. Ecuador, said Senor Mora-Sllva; 
has practically no foreign debt, and 
foreign capital is being invested In en- 
terprises looking to the development of 
its resources. A railroad will be con- 
structed from Guayaquil, the principal 
commercial port on the coast, to Quito-, 
the capital, a distance of 240 miles. It 
is a difficult piece of engineering, as the 
capital lies at an elevation of 6,000 feet 
above the sea level, and the roadbed 
must be constructed so that the tracks 
will not be washed away. The opening 
of this railway will enable the products 
of a mineral character to be marketed 
at less expense. Quito is a beautiful 
city upon a mountain plateau where 
ete'-nal spring reigns. Ecuador had a 
small but artistic pavilion at the Paris 
exposition, and its exhibitors were very 
successful in winning prizes for their 
exhibits, most ot which will be sent 
from Paris to Buffalo.
